RECENT INVENTIONS. 

Breathing’in rough water is made easy 
by a new life preserver, which has a ver¬ 
tical tube secured to the front of the air 
chamber, with a mouthpiece through 
which air is drawn from the top of the 
tube, which e.Kteuds above the head. 

To prevent the reins from catching un¬ 
der the horse’s tail a new harness attach¬ 
ment is formed of a metal yoke secuied 
to the back strap, with fingers extending 
on either side to carry the lines, a brace 
being set at right angles with the yoke to 
bold it vertical. 

By the use of a Tennessee man’s device 
horses can’ be checked and unchecked 
without leaving the caiTiiige, a short 
strap being used’ to connect the reins 
over the back pad, with a second strap 
joining ^e first strap to the check rein, 
in order that a pull on the reins can 
guide the check over the book.

which proceeds over the steel rails, is 
now only about $380. ^

New York Tuberculosis Investi¬ 
gation. 

Following is the substance of the 
Report of the New York Assem¬ 
bly Investigating Committee on 
Tuberculosis and other Cattle Dis¬ 
eases, presented to the legislature. 
Condensed from County Centle- 
man: 

■ The committee has examined 
more than sixty witnesses during 
the investigation, about one-half 
of which were experts,^ the rest 
leading farmers. 

Tuberculosis has caused the 
death of man and animal for cen¬ 
turies, and so much has been writ¬ 
ten upon the subject that it is 
needless for the committee to re¬ 
port on symptoms and many other 
phases ol this disease. Not until 
recent years has so much atten¬ 
tion been paid to this disease in 
cattle. When a farmer found one 
of his cows drooping, .she was 
either slaughtered or allowed to 
die, and nothing.more was thought 
of it. After the discovery of the 
tubercle bacilli as the cause of the 
disease, the discovery was claimed 
to he made by some that the 
bacilli in man and animal were 
identical, and the death of infants, 
especially when brought up on 
cow’s milk, and occasionally the 
condition connected with the death 
from consumption of an adult, led 
physicians to believe that the dis¬ 
ease could be communicated from 
animal to man. For this reason, 
several states have made appro¬ 
priations lor investigations and 
passed laws for the purpose of en¬ 
deavoring to exterminate bovine 
tuberculosis. This state was among 
the first to take such action, and 
since 1892 the work has been under 
state control. 

It is generally believed that 
tuberculosis can be transmitted 
from animal to man, and from man 
to animal. This has been so gen¬ 
erally accepted that many seem 
to believe that a large majority of 
the people who die with consump¬ 
tion take the disease from cattle, 
either through milk or meat. The 
evidence taken by the committee 
would indicate that very rarely, if 
ever, does a person contract tuber¬ 
culosis from the meat or milk of 
animals. 

At the first hearing Dr. Edward 
Moore of Albany, member of the 
Royal College of 'Veterinary Sur¬ 
geons, England, read an exhaus¬ 
tive paper in which he held that 
the tubercle bacilli in man and 
animal were not identical, and that 
the disease Is not transmissible 
from animal to man, or from man 
to animal. « 

Theobald Smith, M. D., ol Har¬ 
vard University, has been making 
experiments for several years on 
the identity of the bacilli in man 
and animal. As an authority on 
this subject, he is of the highest 
standing. He says: 

Q. Will you please state what 
you -found in relation to bovine* 
tuberculosis as being communicat¬ 
ed to man? 

A. I have found in the study of 
cultures of tubercle bacilli (those 
isolated) human sputum in case 
of tuberculosis and those from tub¬ 
erculous tissues of cattlcj that 
there are certain diflerencesj which 
could be quite easily recognized by 
various laboratory methods. This 
study of compariug tubercle bacilli 
from man and domestic animals 
is still going on, and at present the 
position which I took several years 
agoy that certain differences be¬ 
tween bovine and human bacilli do 
exist} has not been changed. 

Q. Have you found tubercle 
bacilli in man and bovine identi¬ 
cal in any instance? 

A, Not thus far. 

Q. Do you consider bovine tu- 
berciildais a great menace to public 
health? 

A. I do not consider it a great 
menace unless the inferences de- 
ducible from my studies are wrong. 

Dr. James Law, director of the 
Slate Veterinary College at Ithica, 
N. Y., is among the number that 
may be considered high authority j 
he believes that the di-sease can be 
transmitted from animal to man 
in some instances. 

The committee found in the 
State institutions where for many 
years the milk furnished tho in¬ 
mates has been from tuberculous 
cows, that in every instance the 
percentage of deaths from con¬ 
sumption has been gradually de¬ 
creasing. In at least one such in¬ 
stitution, having about one thous¬ 
and three hundred inmates, the 
cows furnishing milk for such ih- 


stitution have been occaslpnally 
dying from this disease for ten or 
twelve years. All milk, produced 
from these cows was consumed by 
inmates as milk, yet the report 
shows the same decrease here as in 
other institutions. 

In the state of Massachusetts, the 
records have been well kept for 
half a century. In 1855, forty-two 
persons out of every ten thousand 
population died with consumption; 
in 1898, only nineteen in every ten 
thousand. This decrease has been 
steady and gradual. 

Dr. Austin Peters, president of 
ho Board of Cattle Commissioners, 
testified that about ,^3 per cent, of 
the cows of that state showed tu¬ 
berculosis by physical examina¬ 
tion, and about 30 per cent, by tu¬ 
berculin test, which was less than 
formerly. Considering the large 
number of people and the number 
of years covered by this record, it 
seems to prove that the number of 
persons who die from consumption 
contracted from meat or milk of 
animals in that state, where one- 
fourth of .the cattle are diseased, is 
very small. 

According to the State Board of 
Health, about thirteen thousand 
people die of consumption in New 
York every year. This number 
remains about the same, which 
gradually reduces the per cent, to 
the extent of the increase of popu¬ 
lation. 

The consuming public have been 
led to believe that a large portion 
of the milk consumed contains tu¬ 
bercle bacilli. The evidence taken 
by the committee would go to 
show that this rarely occurs. 

Dr. Law gives these rules govern¬ 
ing the use of tuberculin; 

1. The subject must be in good 
general health. 

2. The subject must not be 
within three weeks of parturition, 
nor about to abort. 

4. The tested animal must not 
be exposed to a hot sun in a closed 
area. 

6 . Exposure to cold drafts be¬ 
tween open doors and windows or' 
to wet or chilly blasts out of doors, 
should be carefully guarded 
against. 

7. Heavy cows, unaccustomed 
to stand on bard boards, may have 
arise of teraperatero in connection 
with the resulting tenderness of 
the feet. 

8 . Omission of the previous 
milking or a change of milker, and 
consequent retention of part of the 
milk, will raise the temperature-of 
a nervous cow, and in careless 
hands secure an erroneous con¬ 
demnation. 

9. Privation of water at the reg¬ 
ular time will often cause rise of 
temperature, especially when on 
‘the dry feeding of winter. 

10. Change of food is liable to 
produce a slight indigestion and 
rise of temperature. 

11. An animal with advanced 
tuberculosis sometimes fails to re¬ 
act. 

The evidence would go lo show 
that the percentage of cows that 
would respond to the tuberculin 
test in the entire state would prob¬ 
ably not exceed six or .seven per 
cent. 

The committee finds that prop¬ 
erly prepared tuberculin, in the 
hands of skilled veterinarians, is 
almost infallible as a diagnostic 
agent—but that its general use 
should not be forced Upon the 
dairymen of the state, where all 
animals that resnond to. its use

are compelled to be, quarantined 
and slaughtered. 

The decrease in the percentage 
of deaths from human consump¬ 
tion, already referred to in this re¬ 
port, has not been brought about 
by the discovery of any remedy for 
the disease, but by more sufficient 
clothing, more sunlight in the 
home, and better sanitary condi¬ 
tions generally. 

The evidence,seems very abund¬ 
ant that the state can better use 
its funds along the lines of educa¬ 
tional work, and requiring better 
sanitary condition in the stables, 
rather than following the present 
policy of destroying all animals 
Bhpwing a reaction under the tuh- 
erculiu te^t. 

The committee recommend the 
passage of a bill carrying out the 
following recommendations; 

1. That the present tuberculosis 
committee be abolished, and that 
the work of the protection of the 
herds of this State from the infec¬ 
tion of tuberculosis, and the ex¬ 
amination and destruction of 
glaudered horses be placed with 
the Commissioner of Agriculture. 

2. That the Commissioner of 
Agriculture shall appoint a farmer 
well acquainted with the value of 
cattle, who shall be known as the 
state. appraiser of condemned cat¬ 
tle, whose duty it shall be to ac¬ 
company and assist the veter¬ 
inarian in making examinations 
of suspected herds and appraise 
those condemned. 

3. That the State can only force 
the condemnation, quarantine and 
slaughter of such animals as are 
found to be tuberculous by physi¬ 
cal examination. But if a dairy- 
man’elects to have his herd tested 
with tuberculin, and will enter in¬ 
to an agreement with the State be- 
lore such examination shall be 
made, that he will disinfect his 
premises, and either slaughter or 
hold in strict quarantine all of the 
reacting animals and their pro¬ 
ducts, that the State will assist 
him in his efforts to entirely rid 
his herd of the disease, 

4. That the appraisal of con¬ 
demned animals shall be made at 
the time or immediately following 
the examination. 

5. That the State shall pay the 
owner of all cattle slaughtered, 
under the provisions of this act, 
known to have been owned in this 
.state at least one year, one-half of 
the appraised value for all cattle 
found to be tuberculous,, and full 
appraised value for all cattle found 
to be non-tuberculous upon post- 
morten examination. 

^ 6 . The owners of condemned cat¬ 
tle shall be paid by the State Treas¬ 
urer, out of any money appropri¬ 
ated for that purpose, the amount 
Of the certificate for indemnity as 
approved by the State Appraiser, 
the Commissioner of Agriculture 
and the State Comptroller. 

7. That no cattle shall be ex¬ 
amined and condemned under this 
act after the money appropriated 
for the indemnifying of owners of 
such cattle shall have been ex¬ 
hausted, until another appropri¬ 
ation shall have been made.

Take a salad 
bowl and pat in it three tablespoonfuls 
of best salad oil, one of vinegar and a 
tenspoouful of tarragon vinegar, with 
pepper and salt. Mix all together, put 
in the cauliflower and gently work the 
under pieces to the top, so as to coat alb 
with the sauce. The vegetable need 
not be quite cold for the salad. Serve 
with a hot roast Joint.
